1.  TAG-MO  message  dated  22  April  1977  requested  clarification 
of  what  items  are  authorized  to  be  worn  on  the  white  shirtwaist  when 
worn  (with  pantsuit)  as  an  outergarment . 

2.  The  only  Items  authorized  for  wear  on  the  white  shirtwaist 
are  the  bright  brass  rank  insignia  for  enlisted  female,  rank  and  BOS 
insignia  for  officer  female,  and  the  name  plate.   Ribbons,  unit  crests, 
etc.,  are  not  to  be  worn. 

402.  OFFICE  FURNITURE  AND  EQUIPMENT. --The  following  NGB  message  is 
quoted  for  your  information  and  guidance. 

"1.  Due  to  the  continued  funding  constraints  and  increasing 
requirements  of  readiness  related  equipment,  subj  items  are 
not  authorized  to  be  requisitioned/procured  until  new  guid- 
ance is  published  by  NGB.
